Southeast exploding with developmen 


-residents register protest 


St. Albert is facing a 
development explosion all 
along its southeast section, 
enough to cause a major 
upset in present traffic 
trends and enough to worry 
residents living in the area. 

That was the message both 
council and a packed gallery 
received at the regular 
meeting of St. Albert council 
last Monday night. 

All at once council seemed 
to be swamped with de- 
* velopment applications: thr- 
ee 24 unit apartments from 
Fernwood Construction on 
lots four, five and six at the 
intersection of Levasseur 
Road and Grandin Road, and 
an application from the Div- 
ersified Management Group 
for a 68 unit condominium 
development on lots six and 
seven near the same point. 

There is a proposal in the 


works for a multi-family 
residential scheme on lots 
one to seven off Garnett 
Street. Then there are two 
proposals for a shopping 
centre development on either 
side of the St. Albert Trail 
from Abacus Cities and 
Shelter Resources. And to 
cap all that council found 
itself faced with a change of 
direction from the Oblate 
fathers, who have forced 
council to look for another 
site for a major recreation 
facility, away from the 15 
acre site on Highway Two. 
The site chosen for the 
facility, comprising a shell 
arena, is the Akinsdale site 
on Hebert Road south of 
Akins Drive. 

The Oblates have said that 
the arena, ball diamonds and 
soccer field were not the 
facilities ‘‘as originally con- 


Industrial subdivision 
application signed 


After about three months 
of hassle, St. Albert finally 
had its subdivision applica- 
tion for the Campbell Indus- 
trial Park signed last Friday. 

The 160 acre park lies 
south-east of St. Albert at the 
Campbell railway crossing 
and will cater to light 
industry of the ‘‘Bonaven- 
ture’ type according to St. 
Albert Mayor Dick Plain. 

Both Town Administrator 
Bob Byron and Mayor Plain 
spoke of a three month delay 
in getting the agreement 
signed. This was due to diffi- 
culties in getting the signing 
parties to the table in that 
period. 

Signing the subdivision 
application alongside the 
town were representatives of 
the Estate of former Ed- 
monton Mayor Bill Hawre- 
lak, with 37% per cent 
ownership in the lands, as 
well as Hartford Holdings 
and Mr. R. Whidney. 

The problem now is that 
even after the subdivision 
signing, it is possibly too late 
to get roads andi utilities into 
the first 80 acres of the site, 
because of the time of year. 

St. Albert is also faced 
with more red tape as the 
application now goes for 
scrutiny under the Edmonton 


Regional Planning Commis- 
sion. 

Mayor Plain says that he 
had become less and less 
pleased with the delays as 
the months went on ‘‘and 
then we have to go on and 


have it done all over again at . 


the ERPC.”’ 

He says he is hoping for a 
new planning act which will 
enable subdivision work to 
progress more quickly ‘‘and 
avoid duplication.’’ 

Servicing the first 80 acres 
of the site doesn’t look too 
optimistic at this stage the 
mayor said, ‘‘We’ve had 
nothing but stall and run 
around,”’ 

What irks Mayor Plain is 
that St. Albert has the 
engineering resources and 
staff to get to work on 
servicing right away, but 
systems of bureaucracy like 
the ERPC cause further 
delays. 

Mayor Plain emphasized 
that ‘‘this type of thing’’ had 
brought the administration to 
the point where ‘‘we are 
upset with the type of 
performance we are gett- 
ing.”’ 

He terms the Campbeli 
Industrial Park a much 
needed development for St. 
Albert.

There could be constraints 
on such developments as the 
town is still drawing up its 
general plan, and the Ball 
Estate, a location for some of 
the schemes, is under 
development control. 


RESIDENTS PROTEST 
MULTIPLE DENSITY 
PLANS 


It might have been expec- 
ted that some southeast 
Grandin residents would be 
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at council’s public hearing to 
register a protest at what 
might be coming to their 
neck of the woods. 

A brief from the residents 
said that the entire area as 
set out in the ‘‘Ball Estate 
Design Brief’’ should be 
considered as a whole and 
not on a piecemeal basis. It 
protected the large amount 
of multiple density in Gran- 
din Park, which will be the 
most densley populated area 
in St. Albert if development

proceeds as proposed. 

A resident presenting the 
brief said there could be four 
mile traffic tie-ups resulting 
from the developments and 
the brief emphasized that 
‘inequities foisted onto Gr- 
andin Park in the past should 
be corrected at this time.’’ 

The brief also stated, ‘‘we 
could present another brief 
considering the devastating 
traffic problems resulting 
from an influx of far too

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Proposals clash at MPC meeting 


Two proposals for two 
separate shopping centres 
got tangled up with each 
other at a St. Albert Muni- 
cipal Planning Commission 
meeting September 14. 

Perhaps this was due to 
the fact that the proposers of 
the two multi-million dollar 
centres, Shelter Resource 
Limited and Abacus Cities 
Ltd., were following too close 
on each other’s heels, but the 
tangle was obvious at one 
point. 

Shelter Resource has been 
dealing with St. Albert since 
1971 and more recently since 
1975 on a proposal for a 
225,000 square foot shopping 
development on land boun- 
ded by Hebert Road and 
Arlington Drive. 

That development calls for 
car parking facilities for 1300 
vehicles with a small multi 
family development thrown 
in. 
But at the meeting last 
week Abacus Cities came in 
with their first presentation 
for a flashy shopping centre 
development for the Ball 
Estate between Gate Aven- 
ue, Gervais Road and Gran- 
din Road. 

Also lumped in with the 
project was provision for a 
multi-family residential de- 
velopment for 1500 people. 
The general impression left 
with the few public who 
attended the MPC meeting 
might have been that Abacus 
quickly took over the ini- 
tiative in the presentations, 
pushing that from Shelter 
Resource into the back- 
ground. 


SHELTER IN DARK 


Before the slick presenta- 
tion from Abacus Cities got 
going, Development Consul- 
tant from Shelter, Glen 
Leckie told the MPC, ‘‘We 
were not led to believe you 


were developing another 
shopping centre.”’ 

This comment vas likely 
elicited from a statement by 
Town Administrator Bob 
Byron who pointed out that 
the next proposal would be 
for a 200,000 square foot 
shopping centre in the Ball 
Estate. 

Mayor Dick Plain chipped 
in the point that he hoped 
Shelter was not suggesting 
there should only be one 
(development), but he was 
obviously worried about the 
concern of St. Albert propp- 
ing up two commercial cen- 
tres. 

Another consultant for 
Shelter, Wayne Quinn, said 
his firm was prepared to look 
at its development in a 
different light, ‘‘We are 
ready and willing ... or we 
wouldn’t have been here 
every second week since 
February.” 

And earlier Mr. Quinn said 


he felt the chances Shelter 
would develop their project 
without multi-family nesi- 
dential ‘‘were quite good.”’ 
Perhaps because Abacus 
Cities were making their first 
presentation, with slides and 
‘*pretty pictures,’’ five years 
after Shelter had made their 
original proposal, they look- 
ed the slicker outfit. 
Consultant Mr. W. Laidley 
for Abacus says he is trying 
to repatriate the type of 
shopping facilities many 
Edmontonians enjoy back to 
St. Albert, and points out 
that his firm’s proposal is 
addressed to ‘‘major defi- 
ciencies in St. Albert.”’ 
Whatever the advantages 
of the project, Mayor Dick 
Plain says he is worried 
about the visual impact the 
development might have on 
Grandin residents who have 
been used to looking at open 
space. And he further asked 
the developers to ask them- 


selves what a 15 year resi- 
dent there might feel about 
the impact of traffic. 


HOUSINw UNITS FOR 
1500 PEOPLE 


Apart from the shopping 
facility, the project is also 
very much tied in with a 
multi family dwelling area 
for 1500 people. : 

As yet, the developer 
admits, they have not gone 
into detailed traffic studies. 

Whatever the outcome, 
and this may take some time, 
the residents of Grandin 
have been promised a say in 
the issue with Abacus Cities. 

But Mr. Laidley is empha- 
sizing that multiple family 
units are viable alternatives 
to single family, the pre- 
ferred unit in St. Albert right 
now. 

With the approaching 
multi-family development at

Council praised on choice 
of swimming pool 


St. Albert received praise 
from president of the Alberta 
Summer Swimming Asso- 
ciation John Grave for its 
approval of an eight lane, 25 
metre, 6,000 square foot 
swimming pool at the regular 
meeting of St. Albert council 
last Monday night. 

He told council he wanted 
to praise their choice of 
swimming pool, but he still 
wondered why council could 
not have chosen the ‘‘L’’ 
shaped pool the people had 
asked for. He also said he 
was puzzled by a statement 
by Councillor Barry Breadner 
that the choice was repre- 


sentative of the consensus 
taken at meetings on the 
subject. 

But Mr. Grave did say (on 
the plus side) that council's 
choice of pool was ideal for 
competitive swimming. 

Coun. Breadner, in reply, 
said he had made his 
decision on the poo] by 
looking at the facts ‘‘the way 
I see them, and I attended all 
the input meetings.”’ 

The pool, slated for the 
Fountain Park, will be pro- 
ceeded with in the normal 
tendering fashion, Council- 
lors Rod Throndson and 
Margaret Smith still wanted 


the ‘‘L’’ shaped pool the 
people had asked for, but 
Coun. Breadner thought the 
choice was the best com- 
promise within the budget. 
Cost of the pool is $1,347,000 

Council gave their approv- 
al to the pool with a 4-2 vote. 

Since the pool ties in with 
the Fountain Park and park 
policy in St. Albert generally, 
Councillor Frank Lukay wan- 
ted a delay in the de- 
velopment of Fountain Park, 
till St. Albert adopted a 
major park planning policy. 
This motion was carried by 
councit . 1, with Coun. 
Breadner opposed.

Cont’d From Page 1 
many people into a relatively 
small area.’’ 

The resident also pointed 
out that Canada was the 
second largest country in the 
world and he couldn’t see 
much point in fighting over 
such a small piece of land. 


BACK FOR STUDY 


To cut a long story short 
council decided to refer the 
apartments and condomin- 
ium developments proposed 
for Grandin and Levasseur 
Roads, as well as the 
multi-family residential sch- 
eme off Garnett Street toa 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission land use study. 

Recommendations from 
the MPC on this problem will 
get back to council within 30 
days. 

And Abacus Cities and 
Shelter Resources are being 
asked. to sharpen their 
shopping centre proposals so 
that council can make a final 
choice, possibly by the end of 
October, on which firm will 
go ahead with a develop- 
ment. These ‘proposals will 
again have to go the MPC 
route. 

As far as the new site for 
the arena was concerned, 
council did not seem to be 
unduly taken aback at the 
decision of the Oblate Fa- 
thers to void the agreement 
on the land use for the 
Highway Two recreation site. 

The Akinsdale site met 
with general approval, th-

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ough Councillor Rod Thr- 
ondson regretted that it 
could not be in the Lacombe 
Park area. Mayor Dick Plain 
approved the new site but 
regretted that the facility 
could not have gone in the 
northwest sector; Councillor 
Barry Breadner supported 
the new site because of its 
good access. 

Even though it was only a 
“‘second best,’’ both Coun- 
cillors Frank Lukay and Mar- 
garet Smith thought it was 
the best alternative.

They had gone ahead with 
the proposal precisely be- 
cause it was a iower density 
development and they had 
spent $100,000 to secure the 
financing on the 68 condo- 
minium units. 

A contractor had been 
selected and the line could be 
held on costs, said Mr. 
Moroschan, but he warned 
that winter construction 
would increase these costs.

Levasseur and Gervais Road, 
Councillor Margaret Smith 
says she doesn’t want the 
whole area (of the project) 
given over to multi-family. 

And she wants lower 
density at Grandin, with a 
further decrease in density 
towards the west. 

Other points in the Abacus 
Cities proposal call for the 
protection of the existing bus 
terminal node in the project, 
and a break up of parking 
across the site. Also it calls 
for the maintenance of exis- 
ting trails, and the use of the 
existing slough. 

There are provisions for 
terraced housing near the 
shopping mall, with a small 
lake and swimming pool and 
possibly a day care centre. 
Wood trellising might be 
introduced for residents’ 
privacy; and in the con- 
struction of the units them- 
selves, there will be less 
emphasis on the box app- 
roach, and alternatives to the 
three storey flush facade. 
Units will be in low scale 
development clusters with 
pedestrian ways through the 
site to the park areas.

Factories, power plants in space 
believed possible within 50 years 


Outer space will become 
home to thousands of famil- 
ies from earth in a few 
decades, predicts scientist 
and author Isaac Asimov. 

Writing in the July Na- 
tional Geographic, he en- 
visions orbiting space col- 
onies engaged in farming 
and manufacturing, opera- 
ting mines on the moon, and 
building huge satellites to 
beam solar energy back to 
earth. 

His fictional account of a 
space shuttle visit to one 
such colony, ‘‘L-5,’’ is not 
mere fantasy. Mr. Asimov 
drew his material from 
detailed plans worked out 
last year by a group of 30 
engineers and social and 
physical scientists. 


COLONY IN WHEEL 


The proposal is being 
reviewed at the Ames Re- 
search Centre near Palo Alto, 
California, this summer by a 
panel of physicists and other 
scientists. It is part of an 
in-depth study of space 
colonization and satellite 
power stations sponsored by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

The next 50 years could 
see construction in space of a 
large, wheel-shaped satellite 
that could house 10,000 men, 
women and children, Mr. 
Asimov says. 

The hub of the colony 
would be a sphere some 340 
feet in diameter where space 
craft from earth could dock. 
From this hub, six spokes 
nearly half a mile long would 
extend to the tubular rim of 
the wheel. 

The spherical hub would 
contain the colony’s hospital 
and research laboratories. 
Elevators inside the spokes 
would provide transportation 
to the six sections of the 
torus, or rim. As the wheel- 
shaped colony revolved in 
space, centrifugal force 
would be created as a 
substitute for gravity. 

The torus would have an 
inside diameter of 425 feet, 
providing ample height for 
elevator-equipped buildings 
several stories tall lining 
streets with plazas and es- 
calators. 


SUNLIGHT TO ORDER 


Three of the six sections 
would house the colonists’ 
living quarters. 

Mr. Asimov depicts one 
section as the residential 
area, given over to blocks of 
terraced glass-and-alumin- 
um apartments and small 
shops, while the second 
would contain the colony’s 
theatre, movie house, and 
sports facilities and the third 
its schools and library. 

Mirrors would filter and 
disperse sunlight through 
the glass dome curing high

overhead. To simulate day 
and night in the living quar- 
ters, the mirrors would be 
tilted for eight hours out of 
every 24. 

The same cycle could be 
followed in one section of the 
torus in which colonists 
would raise livestock and

tend fish ponds. But the 
remaining two sections, de- 
voted to agriculture, could 
benefit from round-the-clock 
sunlight and controlled cl- 
imates, providing crop yields 
far higher than on earth. 
Minerals mined on the 
moon would be rocketed to 


factories linked with the 
colony. From these factories 
would come the materials to 
build more space colonies 
and solar power stations, as 
well as computer compon- 
ents for export to earth.

Skateboards are capable of 
attaining speeds of up to 35 
miles per hour. At this speed 
the risks are clear. Even at 
lower speeds, loss of control 
frequently results in painful 
and severe injury. 

Novice riders have little 
control over their direction, 
and at times their speed, and 
cannot come to a quick stop 
when necessary. 

The device is not fastened 
to the user and can become a 
runaway and dangerous to 
anyone in its path. 

The council advised ag- 
ainst the use of skateboards 
in all public locations such as 
sidewalks, roadways, paved 


shoulders and on steep 
grades. 

The newer models are 
considerably more sophisti- 
cated than their predecessors 
of the 60’s. They are con- 
structed of flexible high 
impact molded plastics or 
glass fibre. The urethan 
wheels afford a better grip on 
the road and allow the expert 
rider to slalom, spin and do 
balancing acts. 

Although the new boards 
are safer, in some respects, 
serious injuries continue to 
occur. The Canada Safety 
Council regards the skate- 
board as an unstable device.

The way of life stamp is 
from a painting of an Iro- 
quoian encampment by Geo- 
rge Heriot. The dress and 
symbolism stamps depict a 
ceremonial costume from a 
drawing by Lewis Parker, 
and an Iroquoian thunder- 
bird interpreted by Georges 
Beaupre.

ERPC - useful or not? 


Two front page stories coming cut of Town Council this 
week point out that ‘‘systems of Bureaucracy”? can be a 
thorn in the side or a useful protection for elected bodies, 
depending on what the concern is. 


The mayor is understandably upset because the town’s 
application for 160 acres in Campbell Industrial Park has to 
go before the Edmonton Regional Planning Commission, 
following earlier delays caused by hurdles getting the 

signed, which prompted his calling ERPC a 
system of bureaucracy. 


On the other hand we have an equally frustrated developer 
who has been dealing with the town administration since 
1971 in his efforts to develop a 225,000 square foot shopping 
centre. Mr. Quinn, representing Shelter Resources was also 
understandably upset at council meeting Monday night. 


There is in addition reason to believe that town council is 


sometimes well pleased that applications for subdivision 
such as the town’s in Campbell Park must come before the 
ERPC. 


By no means can it be stated that the mayor [St. Albert’s 
representative on ERPC] always votes in favour of 
applications from neighbouring municipalities in order to 
speed them on their way through this ‘‘bureaucratic 
system.’’ A recent example was the application of MD 
Sturgeon for an industrial park on the south boundary of 
Morinville, which Mayor Plain spoke against and voted 
against, helping to block the application. He is also on 
record at ERPC as slowing subdivision in other 
municipalities by requesting that further studies be done. 


Arena site change will be 


welcome 


Many local residents will, we believe, be greatly relieved 
that St. Albert’s second arena will not be going on the 
Highway 2 site, and that in fact this property is again under 
the control of the Oblate Fathers. 


Unfortunately the Lacombe Park people are again the losers 
through no fault of their own. Nor could they have foreseen 
the traffic flow difficulties as they individually made their 
purchases in that area. 


The traffic problem of connecting Lacombe Park to the 
downtown cere awaits solution. 


However the council should bear in mind that the people 
have indicated their desire to have recreation facilities on 
school lands. Both for cost saving on the land and for 
optimum use of the facilities by physical education teachers 
and the public. Arenas and pools are used more by students 
by far than other age groups. 


It is to be hoped that a school site in Lacombe Park will be 
the home of an arena and compatible sports development in 
the near future.

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What Caught Our Eye ~The university without a campus

WHERE THERE’S A WILL THERE’S A WAY 


Individual initiative and resourcefulness are still alive and 
well. Two stories from Britain concerning current major 
problems of drought and vandalism illustrate this fact. 


ERNIE’S PRIVATE BRAIN DRAIN 


The neighbours glowered from their parched gardens as 
Ernest Nimmo gave his blooming flowers and thriving 
vegetables a good soaking. There he was, bold as brass, 
watering everything in site with the hosepipe as if the stuff 
just fell out of the sky. 


It was just too much for any public-spirited citizen to stand - 
so they reported him to the water board. And it took a 
warning letter and a visit from an official to discover how 
crafty Ernest is beating the great drought with a clear 
conscience. He’s got his own private water works. 


Inside Ernest’s house on Broadstairs, Kent, is an array of 
pipes and valves and pumps for collecting and recycling 
every drop of water his family uses. Bath water, dish water, 
water from the washing machine - it all gurgles through 
Ernest’s do-it-yourself system and into a garbage can ready 
for spraying on the garden. 


*“‘Anyone who’s a bit practical could do what I’ve done,’’ 
said Ernest after being given the all-clear by the water 
board. ‘‘I’m proud of my garden and when the water 
regulations came in I had no intention of letting my flowers 
and vegetables die. And I must say I’ve had the most superb 
results. I’ve grown the best peaches ever - and everyone at 
the office is buying my tomatoes.’’ 


GEORGE’S COAL SHED CALLING 


You can dial round the world from George Summerfield’s 
coal-shed. The Post Office, which is responsible for 
telephones, has just installed a ‘phone in the shed. It’s just 
past the kitchen fuel, then left around the kindling wood and 
above the garden rake. The installation costs of the phone, 
complete with coin box and directories have been paid by 
South Holland Council in Lincolnshire. 


‘It’s obviously cheaper than providing an ordinary kiosk,”’ 
said a council spokesman. ‘‘The coal shed owner can also 
keep vandals away - although strangers are faced with the 
problem of identifying the shed as a phone booth.”’ 


George, a 60-year-old widower who lives in the village of 
Donington has broadened his social life since the phone was 
installed. ‘‘I’m making a lot of new friends,’’ he said. 
George laughed and added: ‘‘It’s a funny set up but it’s 
working very well.’’ 


The idea is already catching on. Another telephone has been 
installed in the coal shed of Mrs. Esther Powell at Surfleet 
near Spalding. 


A HEALTHY MIND IS HEALTH 


Marc Lalonde, minister of National Health and Welfare, in 
an address to the 1Xth International Conference on Health 
Education outlined his department’s philosophy in the area 
of health. He said, ‘‘When you get down to basics, any 
proposal for the improvement of the human condition is a 
problem of the health of the mind ... I mean that form of 
mental health that is the depth and preciseness of mind.” 


He said that we often get stuck on the notion of a healthy 
body and forget the healthy mind, but it is as appropriate to 
propose that physical health is as much a result of mental 
health as vice versa.

When Athabasca Univer- 
sity was founded five years 
ago, it began, under the 
direction of President T. C. 
Byrne, to make plans to build 
a campus on 500 acres at St. 
Albert, a campus to house 
the 10,000 students who 
were expected to overflow 
from the other universities in 
the province. Quite soon, 
however, university enrol- 
ments ceased their sharp 
climb, and, coincidentally, 
the Social Credit government 
which had inaugurated the 
institution fell from power. 

Given these circumstan- 
ces, the new Conservative 
government re-thought the 
project, and decided that a 
fourth campus of the same 
basic type as the other three 
already-established univers- 
ities was not needed. Rather 
than scrap the idea entirely, 
however, the government 
became interested in a diff- 
erent kind of university, one 
designed to meet the needs 


of adults who were being 
served inadequately by con- 
ventional universities. 

In Britain, the Open Uni- 
versity was having great 
success in bringing univer- 
sity education to the student 
in his or her home, and 
similar projects in the United 
States, Australia, and South 
Africa were also showing 
great promise. A Pilot Pro- 
ject was begun in December, 
1972, to run for a three to five 
year period. The aim of the 
Project was to demonstrate 
that university studies could 
be packaged and delivered 
for home-based study; and to 
demonstrate their significant 
numbers of people wanted 
and could benefit from the 
offerings of an alternative 
type of university. 

During the period of the 
Pilot Project, which lasted 
until November 1975, stu- 
dents were offered three 
courses, and within two 
years of the beginning of the 


NINE YEARS AGO 
[September 27th, 1967 issue] 


On the afternoon of Sunday, September 24th, a large 


project, about 500 students 
had registered. Under the 
university’s open admissions 
policy, according to which 
adult students over 18 may 
register and attempt courses 
without any academic pre- 
requisites, a varied and 
widely scattered student 
body was enrolled. Students 
ranged in age from 18 to 90, 
lived in the major cities, in 
northern communities, and 
on farms, and had varied 
occupations, including pro- 
fessionals, secretaries, lab- 
ourers, housewives, and the 
retired. 

After three years, the Pilot 
Project had demonstrated 
conclusively that courses 
could be delivered for at- 
home study, and that a 
definite need had been filled. 
In November, 1975, there- 


fore, the University was 
granted permanent status as 
a university granting bacc- 
alaureate degrees. 

Permanent status has 
meant some major changes. 
Course offerings are in- 
creasing, and the delivery 
system is being elaborated. 
Regional learning centres are 
being established, and a 
network of part-time local 
tutors has been employed to 
back up the print and media 
learning materials. 

The university is funded 
by the provincial government 
through the Department of 
Advanced Education and 
Manpower, and is a de- 
gree-granting institution at 
the undergraduate level. 
Financial assistance is avail- 
able to students, as at other 
universities.

Location of recreation facilities 


in St. Albert 


The problems that St. 
Albert has experienced in 
locating major indoor recrea- 
tional facilities in the com- 
munity clearly exemplifies 


_the need for comprehersive 


land use planning far in 
advance of any short run 
anticipated needs for capital 
intensive recreational and 
cultural services. As matters 
presently stand the majority 
of the residents of St. Albert 
are desirous of partaking of 
the services provided by a 
new covered swimming pool 
and arena; however, rela- 
tively few individuals are 
enthused with the prospect 
of giving up any open space 
in terms of existing school 
land or parkland to acc- 
ommodate the location of the 
facility in one of the Town’s 
developed neighbourhoods. 

The problems created by 
increased vehicular traffic 
moving to and from these 
sites coupled with the loss of 
open space virtually ensures 
that relatively few of our 
existing public areas qualify 
as suitable locations. 

The ability to physically 
accommodate a structure on 
a site is not an adequate 
criteria for the location of a 
facility. One must evaluate 
the total impact on the 
individual residings in the 
area along with the servicing 
and other related costs. 


LOCATION DECISIONS 
1. Original 


The original proposal to 
locate a multi-purpose re- 
creational and cultural facil- 
ity on the Oblate site was 
partially predicated on the 
fact that the community 
would be able to acquire 15 
acres of land pre-dedicated 
by the Oblates which had 
good vehicular access and a 
minimal impact on any 
developed sector of the com- 
munity. The vote on the 
money bylaw held on Jan- 
uary 13, 1976 was negative 
and the council decided to 
have a complete re-appraisal 
of the community’s re- 
creational and cultural pre- 
ferences undertaken before 
any additional proposals 
were formulated. 

11. Consultation 

A sub committee of the 
Parks and Recreation Board 
held meetings throughout 
various areas of St. Albert 
during the middle part of 
April and sent an opinion- 
naire to all households in the 
community in order to ensure 
that all of the residents had 
an opportunity to set forth 
their views and opinions 
regarding the type of facili- 
ties they wished to see 
developed, the preferred

location and the amount they 
wished to spend. 

111. Recommendations 
Regarding Location 

Six hundred and twenty 
replies were received from 
the 5,861 opinionnaires whi- 
ch were sent to all the 
households. The results per- 
taining to the location of the 
covered indoor swimming 
pool and the arena were as 
follows: 

1. 80% of respondents 
requested construction of an 
indoor swimming pool and of 
this number: 

(a) 44% indicated a pre- 
ference for the Paul Kane 
area 

(b) 9% indicated a pre- 
ference for a central location 

(c) 6% indicated a prefer- 
ence as to location in 
Lacombe Park 

(d) 26% indicated no pre- 
ference as to location 

(e) 15% other 

2. 36% of respondents 
requested construction of a 
second arena and of this 
number: 

(a) 13% indicated a pre- 
ference for the Paul Kane 
area. 

(b) 11% indicated a pre- 
ference for the Lacombe Park 
area. 

(c) 10% indicated a pre- 
ference for a central location 

(d) 44% indicated no pre- 
ference as to location 

(e) 22% other 

A number of valid criti- 
cisms can be made regarding 
the statistical validity of the 
returns; however, if the 
results are accepted at face 
value it is evident that the 
Paul Kane area was the 
single most preferred loca- 
tion for the swimming pool 
(56% of the respondents 
expressed ‘‘other or no 
preferences’’ while 44% 
gave a priority to the Paul 
Kane area). The results 
obtained from the replies on 
the arena location indicated 
that 44% of the respondents 
did not have a specific 
preference with respect to 
location of the arena (56% 
expressed preferences for a 
variety of locations with the 
Paul Kane and Lacombe Park 
areas receiving the two 
highest ratings - 13 and 14% 
respectively). 


DECISIONS: PARKS AND 
RECREATION BOARD 


The Parks and Recreation 
Board utilized this infor- 
mation and the input that 
was received from various 
individuals and groups to 
recommend that: (1) the 
swimming pool should be 
located in the Paul Kane 
area; and (2) the arena

probably at St. Albert High 
School. 


COUNCIL 


A special ad hoc com- 
mittee of council was esta- 
blished to make recommen- 
dations to council regarding 
the optimal site location for 
the pool and arena having 
full regard for the total 
factors affecting the loca- 
tion of a facility in a given 
area. After careful con- 
sideration of sites in the Paul 
Kane area - sites located at 
the High School, near Lorne 
Akins, between Vince Mal- 
oney School and S.A.M. and 
Fountain Park - the com- 
mittee recommended that 
the site in Fountain Park 
would best serve the overall 
needs of St. Albert. Council 
debated and accepted this 
recommendation after it was 
shown that the ornamental 
part (fountain, flower beds, 
etc.) of the park would not be 
effected by the location of the 
pool and that the traffic 
impact on the surrounding 
areas would be minimal. 

The mixed results obtain- 
ed from the opinionnaire 
results regarding the arena 
location (44% expressed no 
preference) created more 
difficulties. Numerous loca- 
tions were examined thr- 
oughout all of St. Albert. 
After careful consideration it 
was decided that the parks 
and recreation board re- 
commendation for a location 
in the northwest sector 
should be followed. Careful 
attention was focused on the 
St. Albert High School site. 
After a thorough examin- 
ation of the traffic access and 
egress to the area it became 
very apparent that the 
location of an arena at the St. 
Albert High School site 
would have a very negative 
impact on the residences 
abutting the area and exor- 
bate the problems that 
residents in Mission have 
been experiencing with res- 
pect to traffic noise and 
congestion. Analysis of other 
sites in Lacombe and Mission 
indicated that the only site 
available which could serve 
as an acceptable location for 
the arena was the land that 
had been pre-dedicated by 
the Oblates. Council debated 
and accepted the recomm- 
endation to locate the arena 
on the Oblate site. 

The net result was that the 
council’s decisions to locate 
the pool in Fountain Park and 
the arena on the Oblate site 
were in direct accord with the 
Parks and Recreation Bo- 
ard’s recommendations to

AMERICANS 
WITHDRAWING FROM 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


The Social Security Ad- 
ministration in the United 
States have released figures 
showing that over 300,000 
workers have served notice 
of withdrawal from social 
security during 1975, an in- 
crease of 1600% over 1973. 
Presently oniy city and state 
employees and those who 
work for non-profit organ- 
izations may legally with- 
draw, but a new bill has been 
introduced which would per- 
mit any wage earner to 
withdraw for ‘‘religious’’ 
reasons. The Social Security 
Administration will press for 
revocation of any withdrawal 
for any reason.

Steps have been taken by 
the Government of Alberta to 
alleviate this situation. The 
Council on Admissions and

CAMERA TIPS 
FROM EXPERTS 


Fall is an ideal time to plan 
a photo outing, and some of the 
prettiest picture settings occur 
around the lakes and streams 
which have been popular boat- 
ing sites all summer. 

It isn’t difficult to capture 
on film the beauty of Fall, but 
it does take a little effort to get 
the really great pictures most of 
us desire. The professional pho- 
tographers in Mercury out- 
boards’ outdoor recreation de- 
partment suggest you keep in 
mind two basic techniques com- 
monly used to get the kind of 
pictures that appear in calen- 
dars and magazines. 

Almost all outdoor color 
can be improved by providing 
a dark blue sky as background. 
Often this isn’t possible unless 
a polarizing filter is used. Polar- 
izing intensifies the blues ap- 
pearing in trees and the sky, and 
this helps the other colors in 
your photograph to stand out 
against the dark horizon. 

Check with your local cam- 
era store for more information 
about polarizing filters. They’re 
simple to use and are worth 
learning about. 

Scenic photos are usually 
enhanced by the addition of 
action. This can be as little as 
someone standing in the fore- 
ground and looking toward the 
horizon, or it can be more elab- 
orate with several people roast- 
ing hot dogs over a fire, or a 
similar picnic scene. 

It's not difficult to set up 
such a picture with your family, 
and the resulting photos will 
make the extra effort worth- 
while. Be sure to choose a site 
where colorful trees and bushes 
form a backdrop to the action 
scene in the foreground. 

This Fall, plan to spend a 
day on the water with your boat 
and camera. It’s a great way to 
get some family photographs 
that will be enjoyed for many

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Sewer line hassle calls 
for solution 


Just over 10 days ago there was a seminar on regional 
governinent at the University of Alberta attended by many 
local politicians, both great and small 


Ard if ever an area was ripe for regional government, 
certainly the Morinville, St. Albert and Sturgeon triangle is. 


The level of political dissension in one issue at least has 


reached such a point that it is crying out for an immediate 
solution. 


And of all things, the fight is over a sewer line to carry waste 
from Morinville to the St. Albert outfall into the North 
Saskatchewan River. 


Just as a reminder for those whose memories need a jolt and 
who really dig reading about sewer lines, the growing town 
of Morinville has been trying for two and a half years to get 
an adequate sewage disposal facility, with little success. 


The line initially would have a capacity for 5,500 people and 
has been designed for an ultimate capacity of 24,000. 
Presently the population of Morinville is at the 2,000 mark. 


At a recent meeting of the MD of Sturgeon, complications 
over the building of the line, mainly political, caused one 
councillor to beg the question of regional government. 


The drift of Councillor Walter Van de Walle’s argument 
was, to heck with all the hassle, why not regard the line as a 
facility for PEOPLE, perhaps getting the provincial 
government to declare the line a public utility. 


M.L.A. Jamison has stated his position at many meetings 
and less formal occasions throughout the area, that the main 
purpose of sewer and water lines must be to serve the 
greatest number of people in the areas they traverse. 


The political scene in the St. Albert and Sturgeon area, 
particularly exemplified in the sewer line issue, needs a 


strong hand to guide it out of the mess into which it has 
sunk. 


On the one hand you have St. Albert and Morinville who 
have signed an agreement for Morinville to tie into the St. 
Albert line. 


Then on the other you have an impasse between St. Albert 
and the MD of Sturgeon because no agreement has been 
reached on letting the MD share 10 percent of the line. With 
this in mind, the MD might feel justified in preventing 
construction of the line. 


And to complicate matters even further, St. Albert has 
recently resolved to bringin a restricted development area to 
control the development of all forms of commercial and 
residential subdivisions within five miles radius of St. Albert 
and any proposed annexation area. 


This seems far removed from what municipal politics and 
government is all about - THE NEEDS OF PEOPLE. 


It will be construed of course that all these complications are 
about the central issue, the needs of people, but 
complications cause frustration and slow down the ability of 
the administrative and executive arms of government to 
move on with the job in hand. 


And this percolates right down to the man in the street, who 
can’t dig a simple trench for a sewer line because of tco 
much hot air being expended in council chambers to no 
one’s advantage. 


With more efficiency and less self-interest in local 
government, the needs of people will be seen to, even in 
regards to mundane things like sewer line tie-ins. 


Perhaps Councillor Van de Walle suggested the best course 
in the name of efficiency, to make the line a provincial

Provincial rec. grants handed to 
three Sturgeon communities 


Seventy-five thousand,

Also at that meeting, the 
MD decided to set up an 
information get-together wi- 
th the Sturgeon Heights Re- 
creational Facilities Associa- 
tion on a request for an 
indoor swimming pool at the 
Sturgeon Heights School. 

This request has not got 
beyond the Sturgeon Re- 
gional Recreation Council 
and the Sturgeon Recreation 
Board. So the SHRFA is 
pressing for a joint meeting 


with the two recreation 
authorities, the MD, and 
Sturgeon School Division #24 
on the swimming pool re- 
quest. 

A specific date has not 
been set for the meeting but 
it seems it will be held some 
Monday evening in late 
November. 

As reclamation of land for 
the Cardiff recreation park 
progresses, the MD may set 
public hearings on the future 
of the park. It is likely the

Although Secretary Trea- 
surer of the MD Alphonse 
Nobert was prepared to 
admit liability by the MD, 
Councillor Lawrence Kluthe 
suggested the person runn- 
ing the road packer, or the 
contractor might be liable 
through negligence. 

According to the informa- 
tion, weather conditions we- 
re rainy and slightly foggy at 
the time of the accident.

It was 7:30a.m. before a 
routine road patrol by the

The driver pointed out that 
a notice warning for loose 
gravel had been posted on 
the road and that he had 
come down to 25 mph before 
the mound was hit. 


New roads to be built 
in MD of Sturgeon 


The MD of Sturgeon has 
approved construction of six 
miles of upgraded roads used 
for gravel haul in the Vill- 
eneuve area. 

Five miles running two 
miles north of Villeneuve, 
and then west, will be 
constructed, gravelled and 
oiled by Rexdale to 80,000 
Ibs. stress, and one mile will 
be asphalted east of Vill- 
eneuve by Alberta Concrete. 
That road also will be built to 
handle 80,000 Ib. loads. 

Both roads will be 32 feet 
wide. The road improve- 
ments have teen made 
possible by a provincial 
assistance grant of $250,000. 


The MD has also decided | 


to go for floodlights at the 
intersection of Highway 28 
and Secondary Road 635, 
where the Namao Composite 
High School will be located. 

Major intersection signs 
are also set to be posted near 
the school site and the MD 
also favours a proper turn-off 
lane off Secondary Highway 
635 for school buses arriving 
at the school. 

Councillor Lawrence KI- 
uthe emphasized these de- 
velopments were vital. ‘‘Af- 
ter we get a bus load of kids 
there it'll be too late,’’ he 
said.

MD needs an 
assistant assessor 


The MD of Sturgeon is 
looking for an assistant 
assessor to spread the ass- 
essment workload of the MD. 

That load is getting so 
heavy for Assessor Peter 
Macyk, that new residences 
are springing up in the MD 
faster than the assessor can 
keep up with them. 

At the regular meeting of 
the MD September 16th, Mr. 
Macyk told MD council six 
new houses in the Villeneuve 
area and three near Fedorah 
had been found to be un- 
assessed. 

They were on 80 acre 
parcels which led Mr. Macyk 
to comment, ‘‘Out of these 
nine I do not think one has 
grounds to call himself a 
farmer.’’ 

Councillor Lawrence Klu- 
the observed ‘‘lots of things 
are happening behind clu- 
mps of trees and not just 
after the sun goes down.” 

Anyway Mr. Macyk called 
for the MD to advertise for 
an assistant assessor before 
he is swamped with more 
paper work when the next 
load of assessments come 
round by mid-October. 

Mr. Macyk emphasized he 
had to have time to go out 


and investigate the new 
residences (for assessment 
purposes). 

Coun. Kluthe says the MD 
should not be finding them, 
unless they are covered by 
building permits. 

Coun. Kluthe had asked 
whether all the develop- 
ments were covered by 
building permits and Mr. 
Macyk replied this had not 
been checked out. 

Mr. Macyk pointed out 
that the MD could pay both 
the assistant assessor’s sal- 
ary and his own with the 
additional dollars picked up 
in catching up on assess- 
ments. 

And it will become more 
imperative that the MD solve 
the assessment problem be- 
fore the spring, when legis- 
lation may be passed for all 
residents to be assessed. 

With the need for an 
equitable assessment in the 
MD, Councillor Walter Van 
de Walle wants provision for 
a new assessor to forestall 
peaks and lows in the present 
assessor’s workload. 

The MD should be ad- 
vertising in local papers soon 
for the assistant assessor’s 
post.

Morinville Ambulance sets operating fee 


By Agnes Bokenfohr 

During the past month, 
there has been some contro- 
versy among the citizens of 
this area as to whether the 
Morinville and District Am- 
bulance Service should be 
charging for the use of their 
vehicle. In order to avoid any 
misconceptions, we will att- 
empt to explain the reason 
for the decision to charge, 
and to show a projected 
financial picture of operating 
costs involved in running this 
service. 

During the period com- 
mencing July 1, 1976 to 
September 16, 1976 (two and 
one-half months), 37 people 
have been transported to 
hospital as a result of 


serious injury or illness. 
During the past month, 868 
miles were accumulated, 
which gives some indication 
as to the extent to which the 
vehicle has been used. A 
probable average of calls 
would be approximately four 
per week, although during 
one 25-hour period the 
ambulance was used five 
times. 

While some of our patients 
were residents of Morinville 
and vicinity, more were 
people from other areas, 
either using highways 2 or 
28, or working in the surr- 
ounding district. It seems 
unfair that Morinville resi- 
dents should be totally sub- 
sidizing an ambulance ser- 


vice for people not within our 
boundaries. 


OPERATING EXPENSE 
ADD UP 


The volunteers are not 
paid for their services, but 
operating expenses add up 
very quickly. 

Projected expenses for one 
year include: ambulance 
insurance ’)$1200.00); gas - 
12,000 miles per year, 10 
miles per gallon at 76¢ 
($912.00); replacerment of 
supplies and oxygen, $50 per 
month ($600.00); tune-ups 
and vehicle repairs ($440.00) 
tires ($100.00); depreciation 
of vehicle at 20% per year 
($2400.00). 


Calahoo plans artificial 
ice this year 


At a meeting of the West 
Sturgeon Agricultural So- 
ciety some four weeks ago it 
was decided to make an 
effort at raising funds within 
the Calahoo district for an 
artificial ice plant for the 
Calahoo Arena. 

Frank Cherkas, committee 
chairman, reports that to 
~ date the response to a plan to 
raise $100,000 for insulating 
the building and installing a 
gas ice plant has been good. 
By September 14th, 35 
people had signed pledges 
for $1500. apiece. 

Under an arrangement 
with the Edmonton Credit 
Union Office in St. Albert, 
funds will be advanced to the 
Ag. Society on these pled- 
ges, as required for the 
project. The Credit Union 
will also hold a mortgage on 
the equipment. Insulation of 
the building is almost comp- 
leted by Erin Insulation Ltd., 
and the ice plant has been 
ordered from Cimco in Cal- 


ary. 

Mr. Cherkas is approa- 
ching residents and business 
people in the area, and at a 
meeting September 13th Mr. 
Alain and Bonnie Taylor 
from the Credit Union were 
on hand to explain the loan 
plan and help get pledges 
properly completed. It would 
take 67 pledges to raise the 
total, but Mr. Cherkas is 
hopeful he can get 100 which 
would reduce the loan 
amount for which each 
pledger is responsible. 

With the new plant the 
arena could be kept open

eight months of the year and 
rent revenues would be 
applied against the loan, 
again reducing the total for 
which individual pledges 
would be responsible. 

At a basic rate of $25 an 
hour, and estimating on the 
basis of last year’s rental 
revenue, Mr. Cherkas feels 
that the major share of the 
$100,000 could actually come 
from rentals over five years. 
In addition some savings 
may be made through volun- 
teer help in trucking the 52 
ton plant from Calgary, 
labour on installation, and 
perhaps the loan of a small 


crane for the project. 

He further noted that a 
new subdivision just under- 
way south of Calahoo will 
house some 200 units and 
further help can be expected 
from that quarter. 

If all else failed the 
pledges on the loan would be 
paid out at $33.15 per month 
over five years, with the 
summer months exempted 
from interest, umder the 
arrangement with the credit 
union. 

Mr. Cherkas hopes the 
plant will be in operation by 
November Ist.

The anti-inflation program is nearly one 
year old. 

The program was announced last October 
14 and the Anti-Inflation Act was passed by 
Parliament in December. The goal was to create 
a fair and stable economic climate for all of us. 
Guidelines were established for the control of 
prices, profits, incomes, dividends and 
professional fees. The federal government 
established a policy of spending restraint. The 
provinces are supporting the program and are 
applying guidelines in areas of provincial 
concern such as rents. 

The target of the first year of the 
anti-inflation program was to bring inflation 
down from a rate of 10.8% to 8% or less. This goal 
is going to be reached. Still, many Canadians 
are concerned about rising prices and may feel 
in fact that prices are rising faster than their 
family incomes. For most of us, this is not the 
case. The facts prove that since the start of the 
program most of us are better off than we were 
before because salaries, on average, are 
keeping ahead of prices. 


Prices 

Last year, sudden and frightening price 
increases were happening all too often. By 
October, 1975, Canadians had experienced 20 
months of inflation of 10% or more. No one could 
be sure how far the dollar earned one day 
would stretch the next. The anti-inflation 
program was brought in to control the rise in 
prices, giving Canadians a better chance to 
plan and live within their family budgets. Price 
increases have slowed down. By August, the 
annual ratte of increase in the Consumer Price 
Index had dropped to 6.2%. Although some 


price increases have to be expected this month, 
and next, the 8% target will surely be met. 


Wages 
The anti-inflation program has also helped 
to restrain increases in wages, salaries and other 
incomes. The Guidelines on compensation allow 
for a basic increase of 8%, plus 2% as a share 
of national productivity growth. Another 2% can

be added or subtracted depending on whether a 
group had kept up with or fallen behind cost of 
living increases before the program began. 

More than half of the agreements and settlements 
reported to the Anti-Inflation Board have been 
within these arithmetic guidelines. A gradual 
downward trend in wage increases has started 
and it should continue as more Canadians 
realize that because of declining inflation, settling 
for less won't hurt them. 


__Therealgains 


Since the start of the anti-inflation program, 
the average Canadian has actually improved 
his or her buying power This is because lower 
wage increases along with lower price increases 
have resulted in a gain in real incomes. The real 
gain is worked out by taking the actual increase 
in earnings and subtractiig from it the effects of 
higher consumer prices. Real incomes are proba- 
bly the best measure of how we're doing, of how 
we can manage to pay our bills at home. By this 
spring, real incomes were up 3.6% over last year.

Controls on both prices and incomes are 
part of the reason why the inflation rate is 
dropping. The co-operation and hard work of 
most Canadians is the rest of the story. We will 
soon be moving into the second year of the 


program, with a goal of lowering the inflation 
rate to 6% or less. Working together we can 
reach this target too.
